ADMINISTRATION OF DADRA AND NAGAR HAVELI 
Silvassa, the 24th November 1977 

Preamble : — (A) Notification No. GSR/3 16(E) dated 
20-6-72 issued by the Government of 
India, Ministry of Food, New Delhi. 

ORDER 

No. ADM/SIJP/I287. — In exercise of the powers con- 
ferred by Section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 
(10 at’ the 1955) read with clause 3 of the Central Govern- 
ment’s Pulses and Edib)e oils (Storage Control) order, 1977 
& (A) and with the prior concurrence of the Central Gov- 
ernment, the Administrator, Dadra and Nagjir Havel i, do 
hereby make the following order namely 

1 , Short Title Extent and Commencement : — 

(1) This order may be called the Dadra and Nagar 
Havel i Pulses & Edible oils Dealers I jeensing order, 
1977. 

(2) Tt extends to the whole of the Union Territory of 
Dadra and Nagar Havel i (hereinafter referred to 
as the territory). 

(3) It shall come into force with immediate effect. 

2. Definitions : — In this order unless the context otherwise 

requires 

(a) '‘Collector” means the Collector, Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli; 

(b) “Dealer” means a person engager! in the business 
of the purchases, sale or storage for sale, of any 
pulses or edible oil; 

(e) “Form” means a form set forth in the schedule to 
this order; 
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(d) ‘‘Licensing authority” means the Purchase k Supply 
officer ot any other officer not below the rant of 
Mamlatdar appointed by the Collector to exercise 
the powers and perform the duties of the Licensing 
authority under this order; 

(0) “Pulses” means urad, moong, arhar (Tur); masaor, 
gram, lobia, Rajomaha or arty other dal whether 
whole or split with or without husk; 

(f) “Edible oil” means and included Groundnut oil, 
Mustard oil, Kharsana. oil, vSesamum oil, Vanospati, 
rapeseed oil. Coconut oil or any other oil used as> 
cooking media and includes both refined and un- 
refined; 

(g) “Retailer” means a dealer in pulses or in edible oils 
who is not a, wholesaler; 

<h) “Wholesaler” means a dealer in pulses or in edible 
oils who sell these commodities to other dealers or 
to bulk consumers; 

3. Licensing of Dealers : — 

(1) No person shall carry on business as a dealer in 
pulses or in edible oils except under and in accor- 
dance with the terms and canditions of a licence 
granted under the . order if the stock of pulses or 
edible oils in his possession excess the quantities on 
any one day as specified below. 

Stock limit 

L Pulses 5 quintals for all pulses taken to- 

gether. 

2. Edible oils 5 quintals for all edible oils includ- 
including ing Vanaspali taken together. 
Vanaspati. 

4. Restrictions on possession of Pulses and Edible oils 

No dealer shall, on and from 25th October, 1977, either 

by himself or by any person on his behalf store or have 
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in his possession at any time any pulses or edible oils 
in excess of the quantities specified below ; —

5. /jxutf of licence : — 

(1) Every^ application for the issue or re-issue of a 
licence or renewal thereof shall be made to the 
licensing authority in form 4 L A\ 

(2) The licensing authority may after giving the appli- 
cant an opportunity of stating his case in writing 
and for reasons to be recorded in writing, refuse to 
grant or renew or re-issue a licence, 

6. period of licence and fees chargeable : — 

(1) Every licence issued under this order shall be valid 
from the date of issue ro the 31st of December of 
the calendar year in which it is issued, and may 
thereafter be renewed for a further period of one 
year at a time, before the last day of February next 
following* 

(2) Every licence issued, re-issued or renewed under 
this order shall be in form “B” and shall be subject 
to the conditions specified therein, 

(3) A separate licence shall be obtained by the dealer 
for each place of business, 

(4) The holder of a licence may obtain from licensing 
authority a duplicate copy of the licence issued to 
him in case the original licence is lost, destroyed or 
defected. 

(5) The following fees shall be chargeable in respect of 
each licence ; — - 

For issue of licence * , Rs, 5/- 

For renewal of licence . . Rs. 2/- 

For issue of duplicate licence Rs. 10/- 

7 . Application for licence and deposit of security : — 

Every person shall apply for a licence immediately of the 
commencement of this Older and every person applying for 
a licence under this order such commencement, shall before 
such licence is issued to him, deposit with the licensing 
authority rupees five hundred if he is a wholesaler and rupees 
one hundred if he is a retailer, in cash by way of security for 
the due performance of the conditions subject to which 
the licence is granted to him. 

8. Distribution/ Sale : — 

The lieencee shall comply with any directions that may be 
given to him by the licensing authority in regard to purchase, 
sale and storage for sale of Pulses and Edible oils provided 
that no restrictions, formal or informal, on the inter-state 
movement of edible oils shall be imposed without the 
approval of the central Government and the prices are fixed 
by the Administrator of Dadra and Nagar Havel i with the 
prior concurrence of the Central Govt. 

9. Contravention of conditions of licence : — 

No holder of a licence issued under this order or his agent 
or servant or any other person acting on his behalf, shall 
contravene any of the terms or conditions of the licence and 
if any such holder or agent or servant or any other person 
acting on his behalf contravenes any of the said terms or 
conditions, then, without prejudice to any other action that 
may be taken against him, his licence may be cancelled or 


suspended by order in writing of the licensing authority, pro* 
vided that no order shall be made under this clause unlet* 
the lieencee has been given a reasonable opportunity of 
stating his case against the proposed cancellation or suspen- 
sion. 

10. Cancellation of licence on contravention of an order 

under the Essential Commodities Act , 1955, relating to 

foodstuffs : — 

Notwithstanding any thing contained in clause 8, 9 where 
a licences has been convicted by a court of law for contra*- 
vention of any order made under section 3 of the Essential 
Commoctiiies Ac, 1955 (10 of 1955) relating to any food- 
stulf, the licensing authority may by order in writing cancel 
this licence, after the appeal period is over. 

Provided that where such conviction is set aside in any 
appeal or revision, the licensing authority may, on applica- 
tion in form “A" by the person whose licence has been can- 
celled, re-issne the licence to such person and no fee shall 
be chargeable in respect of ic-issue of such licence. 

11. Forfeiture of security deposit : — 

(1) Without prejudice to the provision of clause, 9, if 
the licensing authority is satisfied that the licences 
has contravened any of the conditions of the licence 
and that a forfeiture of the security deposit is call- 
ed for, it may, af:er giving the lieencee a reasonable 
opportunity for stating his case against the forfei- 
ture, by order forfeit the whole or any port of 
the security deposited by him and shall send a copy 
of the order to the lieencee. 

(2) The lieencee shall, if the amount of security at any 
time falls short of the amount specified in clause 7 
forthwith deposit further security to make up that 
amount on being required by the licensing authority 
to do so, and in the event of his refusal or failure 
to do so within the time specified or such further 
time as the licensing authority may allow, his licence 
shall stand cancelled. 

(3) Upon due compliance by the lieencee with all obli- 
gations under the licence the amount of security or 
such part thereof which is not forfeited as aforesaid 
shall be returned to the lieencee after the termination 
of the licence. 

12. Appeal 

(1) Any person aggrieved by an order of the licensing 
authority refusing to issue, re-issue or renew a 
licence or cancelling or suspending a licence, or for- 
feiting the security deposited by the lieencee under 
the provisions of this order may appeal to the Collec- 
tor within 30 days from the date of receipt by him 
of such order. 

Provided that the Collector may admit an appeal 
after the expiry of the period of 30 days, if the 
applicant satisfies him that he had sufficient cause for 
not preferring the appeal within such period. 

(2) No order shall be made under this clause unless the 
aggrieved person has been given reasonable opportu- 
nity of stating his case. 

(3) Pending disposal of an appeal, the Collector may 
direct that the order refusing to renew a licence or 
the order cancelling or suspending a licence or the 
order forfeiting security shall not take effect until the 
appeal is disposed of, 

13. Revision ; — The Administrator may call for and 
examine the record of any proceeding of the licensing authori- 
ty or the Collector for the purpose of satisfying himself ax to 
the legality or propriety of any order passed in such proceed- 
ings and if it shall appear to the Administrator that such order 
or proceedings should be modified, annulled or reversed, he 
may pass order thereon as deemed fit. 

Provided that no order shall be made under this clause un- 
less the person who is likely to be affected thereby has been 
given a reasonable opportunity of stating his case. 

14, Powers of entry, search , seizure etc : — 

(1) The licensing authority or Civil Supply Officer not 
below the rank of Supply Insnector, Purchase It 
Supply Officer and any Police Officer not below th* 
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rank of Head Constable and any other person autho- 
rised by the Collector in this behalf may with such 
assistance if any, as he thinks fit; 

(ft) require the owner, occupier or any other person 
in charge of any place, premises, vehicle or 
vessel in which he has reason to believe that any 
contravention of the provisions of this order or 
of the conditions of any licence issued there" 
under, has been, if being, or is about to be 
committed, to produce any books, accounts or 
other documents showing transactions' relating 
to such contravention; 

(b) enter, inspect or break^open and search any place 
or premises, vehicle or vessel in which he has 
reason to believe that any contravention of the 
provision of this order or of the conditions of 
any l : cence issued thereunder has been, is being 
or is ubout to be committed; 

(c) take or cause to be taken, extracts from, or 
copies of any documents showing transaction 
relating to such contravention which are produc- 
ed before him, 

(d) search, seize and remove stocks of Pulses and 
edible oils and the animal, vehicle, vessel or 
other conveyance used in carrying such Pulses & 
Edible oils in contravention of the provisions 
of this order or of the conditions of the licence 
issued thereunder and thereafter take or autho- 
rise the taking of all measure necessary for 
securing the production of stocks of Pulses and 
edible oils and the animal vehicles, vessels of 
other conveyances so seized in the court and 
for their safe custody pending such production. 

(2) The provision of section 100 of the Code of Criminal 
Procedure, 1973 (Act No, 2 of 1973) relating to 
search and seizure shall, so far as may be, apply to 
searches and seizures made under this clause, 

15. Order Nor to apply in certain cases : — (1) Nothing 
In this order shall apply to : — 

(i) the sale or storage for sale or purchase of Pulses & 
Edible oils by a corporation or company owned by 
Central Government or a Stale Government; or 

(ti.) the> sale or storage for sale or purchase of Pulses Sc 
Edible oils by Central level or State level coopera^ 
tive society engaged in the production, procurement, 
sale, purchase or distribution of pulses & edible oils. 

(2) The Administrator, may, if it is necessary, in the pubic 
interest, so to do, by General or special order exempt any 
person, class of persons or body of persons whether incorpo- 
rated or not, from the operation of all or any of the provision 
of this order, for such period and subject to such conditions 
(if any) as may be specified, and may at any time suspend or 
rescind such exemption.

2. (a) The licencec shall carry on the aforesaid business

Note : — If the licencce intends to store his Pulseq and 
Edible oils in godown other than those specified above, he 
shall give intimation of the actual occupation of such 
godown within 48 hours of the actual occupation thereof for 
making requisite changes by the Licensing authority. 
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3. (1) The licence shall, except when specially exempted 
by the Collector or by the licensing authority in this behalf, 
maintain a register of daily accounts for Pulses & Edible oils 
showing correctly : — 

(a) The opening stock on each day, 

(b) The quantities received on each day showing the 
place from where and the source from which 
received. 

(c) The quantities delivered or otherwise removed on 
each day showing the place of destination. 

(d) The closing stock on each day, 

(2) The licencee shall complete his account for each day 
on the day to which they relate, unless prevented by reason- 
able cause, the burden or proving which, shall be upon 
him, 

4 . (i) The licencee, if he is a wholesaler, shall except 
when specially exempted by the Collector or by any other 
officer not below the rank of Mamlatdar authorised by the 
Collector in this behalf, submit to the Licensing authority 
or any other officer not below the rank of Supply Inspector 
appointed by the Collector, a fortnightly return in form 4t C” 
of the stocks, receipts and deliveries of Pulses & Edible oils 
on 1st & 3 6th of every month. 

(ii) The licencee, if he is a retailer, shall, except when 
specially exempted by the Collector or by any other officer 
not below the rank of Mamlatdar authorised by the Collector 
in this behalf, submit to the Licensing authority of any 
other officer not below the rank of Supply Inspector appoint- 
ed by the Collector, a fortnightly return in form "D" of 
the stocks, receipts and deliveries of Pulses & Edible oils on 
1st and 16th of every month. 

5. The licence© shall not contravene the provisions of 
Didra and Nagar Haveli Pulsee & Edible oils dealera licens- 
ing order, 1977 or any law relating to foodstuffs issued from 
time to time. 

6. The licencee shall not 

(1) withhold from sale, supplied of Pulses & Edible 
oils ordinarily kept for sale. 

7. The licencee shall exhibit at the enterance or sonic 
other prominent place of his business premises a board 
showing the price and opening stock of each variety of 
Pulses & Edible oils day t* day held by him for sale. Such 
price) Ifsr shall be legibly written in the principal language* of 
the locality concerned. 

8. The licencee if he is a wholesaler shall sell Pulses & 
Edible oils to retailers (including himself if he holds retailers' 
licence also) who are registered with him and to bulk con- 
sumers who purchase in bulk in accordance with such 
directions as the licensing authority or any other officer not 
below 7 the rank of Mamlatdar authorised by that authority 
in this behalf may give from time to time. The register 
shall be in form "B”, 

The wholesaler shall kept a separate register of transac- 
tions with the bulk consumers and mention therein their 
correct address and other details to prove their identity, 

V. The licencee shall, except when specially exempted by 
the Collector or by the licensing authority in this behalf, 
issue io every customer a correct receipt or invoice, as the 
case* may be, giving his own name, address and licence 
Number, the name, address and licence number (if any) of 
the customer, the date of transaction, the quantity of Pulses* 
Edible oils sold, the price per quintal, kg. etc. and the total 
amount charged and shall keep a duplicate of the same to 
be available for inspection on demand by the licensing 
authority or any other officer not below 7 the rank of Supply 
Jnspecror authorised by it in this behalf. 

10. The licencee _ shall give all facilities at all the reason' 
able times to the licensing authority or any other officer not 
below the rank of the Supply Inspector authorised by it or 
the Collector for the inspection of his stocks and accounts, 
at any shop, god own or any other place used by him for 
the storage, sale or purchase of Pulses & Edible oils and 


for taking of samples of Pulses and Edible oils for examina- 
tion, 

11. The licencee shall comply with any directions that 
may be given to him by the Collector in regard to purchase, 
sale and storage for sale of Pulses & Edible oils and in
